COMES NOW, Texas Legal Services Center ("TLSC") on behalf of AE Low Income 
Customers ("AELIC"), commenting on the Impartial Hearing Examiner's ("IHE") proposed 
procedural schedules stating as follows: 

1. 

AELIC knows of no legal impediments to adoption of the 185-day procedural schedule. 
Financial ratings reports provided by AE in the last rate case indicate that one of the strengths of 
a city-owned utility is its ability to adopt rates at any time under its original jurisdiction. 

II. 

AELIC supports the I 85-day procedural schedule as one allowing the parties adequate 
time to prepare; however, AELIC is concerned that as of the date of this Response no consumer 
advocate has been appointed. AELIC requests that the IHE in his final order on this issue allow 
for an exception to the timetable for the consumer advocate which may include hearing dates as 
well as testimonylsummary filing dead lines and discovery deadlines. AELIC is not advocating 
that AE be harmed by this exception, but that provisions are made to ensure the consumer 
advocate is not harmed by the proposed deadlines.
